front.The alibi then, as now. was "we were over-optimistic, 
thought the war would be over before we'd need the stuff." 


Some winter equipment has reached Korea. What there 


is of it appears better than we nad at the end of World War 
n. The heavy rubber and leather shoe pacs. woolen under- 
wear and layered upper clothing are reported to be much 
less of an impediment to fighting than the cumbersome over- 
shoes and overcoats of the last war. 
But front reporters say only a relatively few of the 


troops have complete winter equipment. Much of it appears 
to be en route from, the United States and it's scant conso- 
lation to a frostbitten soldier to know that his winter gear 
is in the hold of a freighter. 


When, oh when, in the name of the men of Valley Forge 


and of Bastogne and of Chongchon, will we ever learn to 
prepare for the worst? 


The Doctor Population in U. S. 


The distribution of doctors throughout the country 


often criticized. Thus, a magazine article recently observec 
that "in many counties there is no resident physician at all.' 
and "in one-third of the 3,000 counties in the United States 
there is cot a single full-time health nurse." 


The fact is, however, that political areas, such as coun- 


ties, are particularly unsuited to measuring the distribution 
of medical care. Many counties have virtually no population. 
In many others, the population is too small to absorb the full 
energies and time of a physician. People by the million cross 
county lines to buy clothing and food, to go to movies, and 
for any number of reasons. And, by the same token, they 
cross these invisible lines for medical care when needed. Here 
South Dakota provides a particularly interesting example. 
Much of the state is sparsely-settled and nearly a dozen coun- 
ties have no physician hi residence. Yet the people of South 
Dakota have a very high life expectancy. 


There are far better ways of measuring the health of a 


community than by the number of physicians—the life ex- 
pectancy and death-rate figures being among them. One of 
the arguments used on behalf of socialized medicine, or some 
sort of government controlled medicine, is that the country 
does not have enough doctors, and that the doctors are badly 
distributed. Both these arguments can be factually refuted 
in many particulars. However, even if they were correct, 
how could government domination of the healing arts solve 
the problem ? Would we accept a law which would authorize 
some government bureau to tell a doctor where he could or

Australia Scans 
Uranium Deposits • 


Darwin, Australia—(AP)—The 


thinly-peopled Northern Territory 
of Australia may hold vast deposits 
of uranium ore. Already five radio- 
active ore deposits have been 
found—two ia the northern part 
of the territory at Ruaijungie and 
Ferguson River—and three smaller 
ones in the Alice Springs area. 


Government rewards have been 


paid to the finders of the Rum- 
jungle and Ferguson River de- 
posits. There is one important 
point about these two discoveries 
of radio-active depoisits. The two 
places are 150 miles apart, yet 
rock formations are similar. It 
could mean that more deposits of 
high grade radioactive ore are 
available along the 150 mile stretch 
of little-known country between 
Rumjungle and Ferguson River.

Repeal Is "Oar' 


Even some of the bitterest foes 


of the law are known to feel the 
<aea. of repeal any time soon is out. 
The reason: The recent congres- 
sional elections brought defeat of 
some important backers of repeal 
and also resulted ir. a new sac-year 
ierr>! for Senator Tait tR-Oh-o). a 
co-author of tne present law and 
!eader of the anti-repeal forces. 


Senator Ives (R-NY) indicated 


yesterday that he will be active in 
a campaign to amepd the act- 


j "I don't think this election was 
I a mandate to l^ave imperfections 


in the Tast-Hartlev act," J-.-es told 
new sr>.en. "If an> thin?, it was a 
mandate to get it stra-ghtei out." 


The prospects for any revision 


of the law appear now to favor 
retention of the Dasic provisions, 
with the possible changes pretty 
much in line with those Taft 
agrees to support. 


Those v.-ho expect some revision 


of the law next year point to a 
speech which Senator Douglas iD- 
lil) made Monday at the CIO con- 
vention in Chicago. 


Douglas, who originally battled 


for Taft-Hartley repeal in 1949, 
labeled the lav.- "on the whole in- 
iquitous" in addressing the CIO. 
He added, however, that it had not 
had "as bad effects as expected." 


Then he went on to outline his 


ideas regarding a new labor law 
and suggested that several pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law 
should be retained. 


Actually, he backed some of 


those provisions in substance in 
1949 when he and a srr>a!l group of 
other senators offered amendments 
to the administration's repeal bilL 
Douglas did that after firsr voting 
m the senate labor committee for 
the administration measure. 


His espousal no-.v of some of the 


same changes is generally regard- 
ed as an indication tha% he and 
Taft may be anle to get together 
in the labor committee en some 
sort of a comproimse which could 
lead to revision of the laiv. They 
still are at odds on several fea- 
tures. 


In 1949 Douglas went along in 


the committee \vtth such repeal 
advocates as Senator Albert D. 
Thomas (B-Urab) and Senator 
Pepper (D-Fla), both of whom 
were defeated in their bids for re- 
election. Douglas later 
parted 


company with that group in calling 
for something less than. aU-out re- 
peaL
